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Complaint sought $99.5 million Co. budget 
against Lompoc 
ca|js for 24-cent tax hike 
Utility Services

The state s Water Quality Control 
Board has asked the district attorney’s 
office in Lompoc for a criminal com­ 
plaint against the company that provides 
sewer disposal service to Mission Hills. 
Basis for the action is the board’s con­ 
tention that Lompoc Utility Services 
Corp.. has failed to provide technical 
data on its operation, and has been 
responsible for “ errors in monitoring 
and reporting program.” The water 
quality control board also lists 
deficiences “ noted during an on-site in­ 
spection.” 
A letter setting forth the bill of par­ 
ticulars and signed by the board’s ex­ 
ecutive officer. Kenneth R. Jones, was in 
the hands of Dep. Dist. Atty., Tom 
Haney today. Haney told the Record Fri­ 
day that it would be some time before he 
could assess the merits of the board’s 
request for a complaint. Failure to meet 
the dictates of the board for technical 
data on operations is a misdemeanor. 
The company’s general manager 
James Smitherman, whose office is in 
Valinda, could not be reached for com­ 
ment this morning. 
Lompoc Utility Services operates two 
percolation and evaporation ponds, one 
on the northwest comer of McLaughlin 
and Rucker roads, the other on the west 
side of Purisima Canyon, approximately 
6 000 feet north of La Purisima Mission. 
In its bill of particulars, the board 
charges that the utility service has failed 


to provide the technical data despite 10 
months of effort by the water quality 
control board and its staff. 
Specifically the board charges the 
company has not provided “ evaluation of 
continued discharge at this location on 
groundwater quality, a detailed map 
showing location of discharge area, 
provisions planned to provide complete 
operation and complete containment of 
all wastewater during periods of rainfall 
and, or power outages; a time schedule 
for implementation of the plan; deter­ 
mination of an alternate course of action 
if monitoring indicates degradation of 
groundwaters is occurring as a result of 
the discharge." 
Additionally the board requested a 
report on “ description of plans for 
providing flood protection of the pond 
system, provisions planned to preclude 
failure and. or bypass of untreated 
wastewater to the Santa Ynez River.” 
Jones noted that “ Any person failing 
or refusing to furnish technical reports 
as required by section 13267 of the 
California Water Code is guilty of a mis­ 
demeanor.” 
Jones provided a list of dates on which 
his staff had attempted to gain the utility 
company’s compliance with the regula­ 
tions and noted that “ On or about April 8, 
Mr. Smitherman again promised Mr. 
Van Voris that a report was fourthcom- 
ing. No report has been received. It is 
now over 10 months since the initial due 
date.” ' 
Jones’ letter was dated April 27. 


Kissinger relaxing from 
forming African policy

) B K . Kenya ( U P I > — 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger to­ 
day took time out from formulating a 
new Africa policy and tackling global 
economic problems to view some of the 
world’s last remaining great wildlife 
herds. 
Kissinger, relaxing after an arduous 
six-nation African tour, flew to this 
sprawling west Kenya game reserve and 
during a two-hour drive in an open roofed 
jeep saw herds of thousands of buffalo, 
zebra, giraffe, and antelope as well as a 
lion kill. 
Kissinger arrived in Nairobi Sunday 
night, effectively winding up his 
deliberations with the leaders of six con­ 
tinental countries which will form the 
basis of a new Africa policy for the 
United States. 
After his one-day break in the rolling 
mile-high hills of the Masai Mara game 
reserve here, he will plunge back Tues­ 
day into talks with delegates attending 
thè U N 
Conference on Trade and 
Development in Nairobi and deliver a 
major policy speech Thursday before 
leaving Africa. 
Kissinger scheduled a second, private 
game run this afternoon and the night at 
a game lodge here before returning to 
Nairobi Tuesday to host a luncheon for 
delegates from the “ less developed 
nations" of the world attending the UNC­ 
TAD conference. 
A senior U.S. of­ 
ficial Sunday said American mul­ 
tinational companies are expected to 


resist at Leaat some sections of Kis­ 
singer’s new Africa policy. 
The official, traveling aboard Kis­ 
singer's Boeing 707. also said the 
secretary felt deep concern over the 
weekend victory of former California 
Governor Ronald Reagan in the Texas 
primary. 
He said the win could damage the Ford 
administration’s overall foreign policy 
by forcing it to become more conser­ 
vative. 
Kissinger flew from Senegal to Nairobi 
Sunday night on the last stop of his six- 
nation African tour. 
His talks with the leaders of Kenya. 
Tanzania. Zambia. Zaire, Liberia and 
Seregal will form the basis of what he 
termed a "new Africa policy” to be 
shaped with President Ford when he 
returns to Washington. 
Kissinger scheduled a visit to the 
Masai Mara game park in Western 
Kenya today and will cap his trip with a 
major speech Thursday before the U N. 
Conference on Trade and Development. 
The senior U.S. official aboard the Kis­ 
singer flight Sunday said the secretary 
expected strong resistance from 
American-based multinational corpora­ 
tions to several sections of his proposed 
Africa policy. 
Kissinger rejected the position of Tan­ 
zanian President Julius Nyerere and 
other African leaders who say guerrillas 
must fight a war to topple the white 
minority regime of Rhodesian. 
Labor disputes across U.S. 
disrupt variety of services

Labor disputes have halted Continental 
Trailways buses serving all or part of 
nine Southern states, the United Parcel 
Service in 13 Midwest states, the Big 
Four tiremakers and some of San Fran­ 
cisco’s city services. 
No progress was reported Sunday in 
strikes by nurses at a Willimantic. 
Conn., hospital, beer bottlers at 
Anheuser Busch Co., workers at a 
nuclear reactor on the Hanford Reserva­ 
tion in Washington or technicians and 
newswriters at the National Broad­ 
casting Co. 
No negotiations were scheduled 
toward ending a strike by 1,000 members 
of the Amalgamated Transit Union 
against five divisions of the nationwide 
Continental Trailways bus system The 
walkout that began Saturday idled buses 
in eastern Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Alabama, Tennessee, Georgia, and parts 
of Kentucky, Arkansas and Missouri. 


“ The breakdown happened on money 
issues,” said Donald A Eckstein, direc­ 
tor of labor relations for the entire Trail­ 
ways system ” 1 wouldn’t say talks are 
suspended indefinitely, but I can’t 
predict when they’ll start again either ” 
A few cities, including Huntsville, 
Ala., and Alexandria, La., and all small 
towns served solely by Trailways were 
completely without bus services. 
The strike by some 14,000 Teamsters 
against UPS in the Midwest was ex­ 


pected to take its toll on package 
deliveries beginning today. 
Company officials said the strike, 
which began Saturday, would virtually 
shut down package delivery by UPS in 
Colorado. Iowa. Kansas. Kentucky. 
M ichigan. Minnesota. M issouri. 
Nebraska. North Dakota. Ohio. South 
Dakota. Wisconsin and Wyoming. 
Negotiations were scheduled to resume 
Tuesday. 
Pressure mounted on the auto industry 
in a nearly two-week-old strike by 70.000 
rubber workers against the Big Four 
tiremakers. When the nationwide strike 
by the United Rubber Workers began, 
auto industry officials agreed their 
plants would have shut down if the URW 
walkout lasted a month. No talks were 
held during the weekend, but were 
scheduled to resume Tuesday. 
Weekend talks between negotiators in 
San Francisco’s 34-day municipal strike 
reached a stalemate The picket lines set 
up by 1,800 city craft union workers are 
being honored by about 2.000 transit 
drivers, bringing public transportation to 
a halt. 
A city proposal to end the walkout ap­ 
parently was rejected by labor after be­ 
ing amended by both sides for five days, 
said Quentin Kopp, president of the city 
Board of Supervisors. 
“ It is a stalemate as far as we are con­ 
cerned,” Kopp said. **It appears that the 
latest proposal is dead. It is now up to the 
people on the June 10 ballot.” 


'Golf ball' 
satellite 
launch set 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - A satellite 
which looks like a giant golf ball was 
scheduled for launch Tuesday from the 
Western Test Range at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base, spokesmen for the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
said today. 
The Laser Geodynamic Satellite — 
called Lageos — was to be launched 
aboard a Delta rocket at 4 a.m. PDT 
Tuesday. It will use laser satellite track­ 
ing techniques to make extremely ac­ 
curate measurements of Earth’s rota 
tion. and movement of the Earth’s crust. 
NASA said. 
The satellite is an aluminum sphere 
with a brass core about 24 inches in 
diameter. It weighs 903 pounds and is ex­ 
pected to have a useful life of up to 50 
years. But NASA spokesmen said it 
would remain in orbit for more than 8 
million years. 
One ck its benefits. NASA said, could 
be a-better undertanding of the causes of 
earthquakes. Minute measurements of 
large land masses called “ tectonic 
plates" will be made along with specific 
measurements of critical earthquake 
faults. 
It carries 426 prisms called cube- 
corner retroflectors which gives it a 
pocked or dimpled appearance like that 
of a golf ball. NASA said Lageos will be 
able to measure movements of the 
earth's surface as small as eight-tenths 
of an inch. 
It will be launched into a circular orbit 
of 3.600 miles altitude 
Program costs, including the satellite 
and launch vehicle. L about $8 5 million.

town to halt march 


JE R U S A L E M (U P I) - Israeli 
authorities sealed off the Arab town of 
Ramallah in the occupied West Bank of 
Jordan today to prevent a march 
protesting the spread of Jewish settle­ 
ment in the territory. 
The army set up roadblocks and kept 
residents inside the town and news 
reporters out. 
Arab informants said organizers of the 
planned march from Ramallah to 
Jerusalem called a rally instead after 
the military government denied them a 
permit for the eight-mile walk 
Thousands of soldiers and border 
police troops were on the alert in 
Ramallah. Nablus and other key towns to 
counter new violence in the troubled 
region, scene of three months of 
demonstrations against Israeli rule. 
rtuthorities clamped a curfew on 
Tulkarm, fifth largest town on the West 
Bank, where stone throwing youngsters 
roamed the streets and clashed with 
troops. 
In Ramallah and Nablus north of 
Jerusalem, many schools and businesses 
were closed. Arab sources said Soldiers 
threatened to open shops by force

Democrat Jimmy Carter gained key 
endorsements in two states today while 
President Ford, attempting to shake off 
the effects of a stunning defeat in Texas, 
stumped for support in Indiana and 
Alabama and picked up the support of a 
former top military leader. 
Indiana. Georgia. Alabama and the 
District of Columbia hold primary elec­ 
tions Tuesday. Carter was expected to 
win by huge margins in Indiana and 
Georgia. Carter is also competing for 
delegates against George Wallace in 
Alabama and against two uncommitted 
slates in the nation's capital. 
The former Georgia governor was en­ 
dorsed in Indiana today by Sen. Birch 
Bavh. a former presidential contender 
himself who Carter said is under con­ 
sideration as a running mate. In 
Georgia. Carter gained the backing of 
former Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
Ford was endorsed by former Army 
Chief of Staff Gen. William West­ 
moreland. who said the President is a 
proven leader who “ knows the score” 
and that Ronald Reagan is wrong about 
the United States being inferior militari­ 
ly to the Soviets and about U S "owner­ 
ship ' of the Panama Canal 
Ford, who failed to win any of Texas’ 
% Republican convention delegates 
Saturday, campaigned in Indiana and 
Alabama today while Reagan had ap­ 
pearances scheduled in Indiana s major 
cities and in West Virginia, which has a 
primary next week 
Reagan today criticized Ford for cam­ 
paigning at taxpayers’ expense while he 
has to pay more for transportation and 
put up the cash in advance. 
He suggested one of Ford’s ap­ 
pearances today, to brief local officials 
on revenue sharing, was being charged 
off as an official presidential trip. At the 
meeting Ford attacked Reagan for op­ 
posing extension of revenue sharing 
Sunday night, the President assailed 
Reagan s foreign policy views, saying. 
'He might be very rash in how he uses 
his power if he were to become 
president." 
The latest Harris poll showed Carter 
and poncandidate Hubert Humphrey 
beating Ford The poll, conducted before 
last week s Pennsylvania primary, 
showed Carter ahead of Ford 47 to 43 per 
cent and Humphrey ahead of Ford 47 to 
46 per cent The previous month’s Harris 
poll showed ^¡ord 7 points ahead of 
Carter and Humphrey still 1 point ahead 
The survey also showed Democratic 
newcomer Edmund G Brown Jr. losing 
to Ford 49 to 38 per cent — but Harris 


said “ Brown’s showing is quite impres­ 
sive in view of the fact that he is still un­ 
known to 47 per cent of the electorate." 
Brown is governor of California. 
Democrat Morris Udall. who insists he 
has a chance to head off Carter, said in 
Cleveland today he will press Carter on 
six “ tough questions," including oil com­ 
pany monopolies, natural gas deregula­ 
tion. federal health insurance, federaliz­ 
ing welfare, right to work laws and 
specific cuts in federal agencies.

The Board of Supervisors received a 
proposed $99.5 million budget for 1976-77 
fiscal year today calling for a tax rate of 
$3.55 per $100 assessed valuation, 
reflecting an increase of 24 cents in the 
tax rate. 
Maximum rate allowable under state 
law for the county is $3.98. 
Administrative Officer Raymond D. 
Johnson, who presented the budget, said 
he felt the chances are "pretty good" 
that with some major changes a rate in­ 
crease might be avoided, although a 
“ number of uncertainties persists." 
The proposed budget actually totals 
$100.000 less than the approved budget 
last fiscal year, said Johnson, but 
revenue losses of some $2.2 million must 
be figured in. 
He said revenue losses are the result of 
lower fund balances, lower interest rates 
on temporary surplus county money, 
reduced settlements from the state 
based on last year’s operations and other 
factors. 
The budget, reflecting federal and 
state mandates and restrictions, shows a 
requirement for $953.000 more in county 
funds to finance the county’s Medi-Cal 
program and also an additional $334,000 
for adult aids appropriations. 
Johnson said that $966.000 more is 
viewed as necessary to keep the county 
general hospital operating in Goleta. 
The amount to be raised by the 
property tax in the coming year is about 
$4.9 million additional if the budget is 
adopted as it is following public hearings 
which start June 9. 
Johnson termed the new budget 
“ frustrating” in that it still leads to a tax 
increase despite holding the line on ap­ 
propriations and reflecting a lower level 
of services. 
One surprise item in the recommenda­ 
tions is the suggested closure of the La 
Morada Home for Girls Johnson ex­ 
plained that the closure recommendation 
was based on high cost of operations. 
Johnson asserted that his office cut 
$9.8 million from departmental and other 
requests 
The budget total includes a recom­ 
mended $2.9 million revenue sharing 
budget, which is $1.7 million under the 
current revenue sharing amount in the 
budget. It does not include any figure, 
however, for estimated salary adjust­ 
ments. other than $700.000 which reflects 
full-year funding for new positions 
funded fof only part of last year 
Salary and benefits total in the 
proposed budget is up to $39.6 million. 
A five per cent increase such as most 
county employes got last year would 
mean an additional 15 cents on the tax 
rate, Johnson estimated. 
Johnson saw some rays of hope. He felt 
Congress is looking favorably toward ex­ 
tending revenue sharing beyond Dec. 31, 
and if so that could bring an added 
million dollars to the county. 
He also felt that assessed valuation in­ 
creases would go beyond the approx­ 
imately $80 million visualized. 
Biggest increases in the budget include 
a $1.4 million boost for public protection 
to a $26 million total and a $2 1 million in­ 
crease in health and sanitation to a $16.7 
million total The sheriff’s budgets art 
up $114.000. 
Several members of the board of 
supervisors interviewed this morning 
noted that pressure is increasing from 
all sides to keep property taxes from in­ 
creasing further 
County Assessor William Cook, who 
has felt the pressure most, called the 
presenty property tax system "insane" 
at a public meeting late last week.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - Stung by his 
lopsided defeat in Texas. President Ford 
predicted today he would bounce back in 
Indiana Tuesday, but conceded he is like­ 
ly to lose two more imaries the same day 
to Ronald Reagan. 
Ford predicted, however, that he will 
have the GOP presidential nomination 
locked up by the time the Republicans 
meet in Kansas City in August. 
“ We think Indiana will do very well by 
us." he said at a news conference “ In 
the other two states, we certainly are un­ 
derdogs " 
Ford made his prediction at the end of 
his final bid for votes in Tuesday’s In­ 
diana primary. The importance of the 
race was enhanced by Reagan's shutout 
in Texas Saturday, in which he won all 96 
delegates. Ford had said the race was up 
for grabs. 


Ford planned to spend the rest of the 
day campaigning in Alabama, which 
joins Georgia in holding a primary on 
Tuesday — races in which Ford said he is 
the underdog. 
Ford said the only bright spot in his 
Texas loss was that it wiped out apathy 
among his supporters 
“ I think any apathy ... has been gone as 
a result of the situation in Texas," he 
said “ We think the situation is critical 


and we re making a maximum effort in 
Indiana " 
Ford brushed off a poll Time magazine 
published today showing Democrat Jim ­ 
my Carter could beat him in November. 
As Carter is forced to clarify his posi­ 
tions “ I think we'll find some erosion of 
his support,’’ Ford said. 
Turning to tfte GOP situaiton. Ford 
said he would have the nomination 
locked up by the time he got to the 
Republican convention at Kansas City in 
August “ We certainly hope and I per 
sonally believe that when we get to 
Kansas City we’ll have enough 
delegates.” he said 
On Sunday Ford called Reagan 
“ rash,” citing his position on the 
Panama Canal. He suggested Reagan 
might make a trigger-happy president

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Colombia landslide 
kills 14 persons 


FRESNO, Colombia (UPI) - 
A giant landslide rumbled 
across a highway in rain- 
swollen central Colombia Sun 
day, killing 14 persons and in­ 
juring 20 more in a 20,000-ton 
avalanche of mud and stones. 
“Suddenly it seemed as if the 
world fell on top of us,” said 
Ricardo Cifuentes, a young pas­ 
serby. “I saved my own life 
when I started to run when tons 
of earth and mud started to rain 
down.” 
The pre-dawn slide surprised 
dozens of motorists and bus 
passengers who had gotten out 
of their vehicles to watch earth- 
moving equipment remove the 
remains of several earlier sl­ 
ides that had blocked the 
highway. 
“You know how it is with 
those things,” Fresno City 
clerk German Espinosa said. 
“People get out to have a look 
when there is something on the 
road blocking traffic. And 
that’s when they were grab­ 
bed.” 
Cifuentes estimated there 
w ere 100 persons on the 
highway, Colombia’s major 


east-west road, when the slide 
took place, saying it was 
“miraculous” that more people 
did not die. 
Police in this small town 
about 150 miles northwest of 
Bogota said 14 people were 
killed in the disaster, some of 
them children. They said 20 
more were injured, three 
seriously. 
Some 200 rescue workers 
labored slowly for more than 20 
hours in a driving rainstorm to 
search for more victims, many 
of them buried by 12 to 15 feet 
of mud and earth. Authorities 
cleared enough of the 20,000-ton 
avalanche to open the road 
about noon. 
The landslide occurred in the 
highway sector known as “The 
Triumph” (El Triunfo), about 
nine miles from Fresno in the 
central Colombian section of 
Tolima — a region choked by 
torrential rainfalls in recent 
days.

SALISBURY, 
R hodesia 
(UPI) — Rhodesia has begun 
calling up its civilian reserves, 
launching a massive military 
offensive to wipe out the es­ 
calating black guerrilla in­ 
surgency. 
The reservists — both black 
and white — started putting on 
their uniforms Sunday in a 
mobilization that could swell 
Rhodesia’s field forces to 55,000 
troops and police, an elevenfold 
increase over the current 5,000- 
man army. 
The move ¿ook Rhodesia 
closer to a full war footing than 
any time since minority white 
settlers opposing black rule in 
the form er British colony 
declared unilateral independ­ 
ence in 1965. 


Army C om m ander Gen. 
Peter Walls announced the of­ 
fensive Saturday, saying the 
security forces would use 
“ seek-and-destroy” tactics to 
“wrap up the terrorist menace 


... and end th e p re s e n t 
stalemate. 
“Obviously, we are on the of­ 
fensive and in greater numbers 
we have a better chance of suc­ 
cessfully concluding the job,” 
Walls said. 
The guerrillas, estimated to 
number about 1,000, generally 
operate from bases inside 
neighboring 
M arxist-ruled 
Mozambique, striking across 
the border in hit-and-run raids. 
Wall charged the guerrillas 
used Mozambique assa “haven” 
and said the Rhodesian forces 
would chase the guerrillas over 
the border “ in hot pursuit.” 
The call to arms came as 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer launched a new appeal 
for a negotiated settlement in 
Rhodesia to avert a racial 
bloodbath. 
Kissinger, currently on an 
African tour, offered American 
mediation if the parties re­ 
quested it. 


Ford gets first GOP group nod 


No trials in prison garb 
Supreme Court rules 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court ruled 8 to 0 to­ 
day that states may not force 
defendants to stand trial in 
prison clothes. 
But in an 8-2 split, the court 
said it is the suspect’s respon­ 
sibility to object if he is to win a 
new trial on grounds he was 
taken before a jury in such 
garb. 
The two dissenters claimed it 
was the first time the court had 
found a constitutional right to 
due process infringed but had 
not forced the state to prove the 
right was knowingly waived. 
In another case, the court 
ruled 6 to 1 that a black man in­ 
dicted by an all-white grand 
jury could not seek relief in 
federal courts because he failed 
to object to the grand jury’s 
composition before his trial. 
The court said objection to a 
grand jury indictment is waived 
unless filed before trial. 
In the clothing case. Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger noted 
that some lawyers have their 
clients appear before a jury in 
prison garb hoping to win jury 
sympathy. Since clothing is 
part of tactical manuevering, 
Burger said, the defendant 
should let the court know by 
objection that he wants to wear 
civilian clothes. 
Otherwise, Burger said, the 
right is presumed to have been 
waived 


William J. Brennan Jr. dis­ 
sented from both the grand jury 
and clothing cases, and was 
joined in the clothing case by 
Thurgood Marshall. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
President Ford effortlessly 
crushed Ronald Reagan Sunday 
to win his first endorsement 
from a California volunteer 
Republican group while a se­ 
cond GOP organization refused 
to consider either candidate. 
As expected, the tiny Cali­ 
fornia Republican League, 
which claims 1,000 members 
statewide, endorsed Ford by a 
lopsided 298-10 vote at its bien­ 
nial convention. 
For the President, the en­ 
dorsement was his first of the 
primary election season by a 
California “grassroots” GOP 
organization. Reagan handily 
defeated him for the support of 
the California Republican As­ 
sembly last month. 
Across town, the United 
R epublicans of C alifornia 
(UROC), the state’s most con­ 
servative volunteer organi­ 
zation with an estimated 6,000 
members, refused to nominate 
either for endorsement. 
“The policies and actions of 
both men have been too highly 
socialistic, irrespective of their 
beautiful statements to the con­ 
trary,” said newly elected 
UROC chairman Ken Gow in 
explaining the convention’s 
failure to endorse. 


The UROC convention also 
dealt a surprise setback to the 
late-starting U.S. Senate can­ 
didacy of former Lt. Gov. John 
Harmer by failing to endorse 
him or any of his GOP oppo­ 
nents. 
Harmer, generally regarded 
as the most conservative of the 
four major GOP Senate can­ 
didates, had personally lobhied 
the delegates hard for support 
but was recalled home because 
of a family emergency and was 
not present when he came un­ 
der an unexpected attack on the 
convention floor. 
Several delegates, who identi­ 
fied themselves as supporters 
of Harmer when he first was 
elected to the legislature in 
1966, charged him with favoring 
abortion, regional government 
planning and turning his back 
on conservative constituents. 
A campaign staff aide sought 
to defend Harmer and was 
overwhelmed by shouted chal­ 
lenges. 
Harmer failed on two ballots 
to receive the necessary two- 
thirds vote needed to endorse 
He rolled up 49 votes on the first 
ballot with 105 votes cast and 
the same number on the second 
ballot with 102 votes cast. 
Political unknown Mike Hirt 


of Los Angeles, who identified 
himself an ex-Marine with a 
plan to reduce taxes by 70 per 
cent, fell a distant second 
behind Harmer at 29 votes and 
22 votes. Some anti-Harmer 
delegates voted for “no endor­ 
sement.” 
Former Lt. Gov. Robert H. 
Finch, seeking to make a 
political comeback and an 
organizer of the 10-year-old 
California Republican League, 
easily secured the endorsement 
of the league for his U.S. Senate 
candidacy. 
Armed with proxies from 
members back home, the ap­ 
proximately 75 delegates gave 
Finch 335 votes to 48 for former 
San Francisco State College 
President S I. Hayakawa, the 
f r o n t - r u n n e r 
a m o n g 
Republicans in the California 
Poll. Rep. Alphonzo Bell 
received 12 votes and Harmer 
two. 
The U nited R epublicans 
strongly supported Reagan for 
governor in 1966 and 1970 but 
bitterly broke off diplomatic 
relations with him last year and 
declared its opposition to him 
for president or vice president. 
They accused him of betraying 
conservative principles 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
California Republican Chair­ 
man Paul Haerle says it is hard 
for the GOP to “get a handle" 
on Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr.. 
but condemns as “obscene” his 
presidential campaign. 
Paul Haerle also disclosed 
that he expects President Ford 
to spend at least five days in 
California before the June 8 
winner-take-all primary battle 
for the state’s 167 delegates to 
the national convention in 
Kansas City. 
Speaking during the weekend 
to the volunteer California 
Republican League, Haerle 
said Brown’s “glibness” may 
be confused with “freshness” 
and this may help account for 
the governor’s unprecedented 
high marks in opinion polls. 
Haerle said he failed to un­ 
derstand the high ratings. 
“Quite frankly, he hasn't done 
anything,” he declared. 
“Problems that he has at­ 
tempted to grapple with, once 
he finds out that he is unable to 
provide an easy, quick solution 
to, he walks away from ,” 
Haerle said of Brown. 
He cited as examples the un­ 
resolved issues of financing the 
state Agricultural Labor Rela­ 
tions board and developing a 
solution to the m ed i c a l 
malpractice insurance dilem­ 
ma. 
Haerle insisted Brown was 
“ presumptious” in offering 
himself as a presidential can­ 
didate because he lacked ex­ 
perience. depth and a well- 


thought-out philosophy. 
“Frankly, the proposition is 
obscene," Haerle asserted and 
conceeded he was unable “to 
get a handle on the guy (Brown) 
in terms that really have an im­ 
pact and impression on the 
public.” 


The strong attack on Brown 
failed to stir applause from the 
70 delegates but they did give 
him a standing hand when he 
competed the speech and a 
question and answer session. 


Haerle. who last year an­ 
gered supporters of former 
Gov. Ronald Reagan when he 


announced his support for Ford, 
said in an interview he thinks 
the President will come to 
California in the third week of 
this month and return one week 
before the primary. 
He said Ford would divide his 
time approximately in half 
between campaign and non­ 
campaign activities. 
Speaking to reporters, he 
predicted a close battle be­ 
tween Ford and Reagan for the 
nation’s largest Republican 
delegation. 
“I would be very surprised if 
the percentage was more than 
four points," he said.

For the Cabrillo Conqs, a trip to the 
CIF baseball playoffs would be nice, but 
right now they have got better things to 
think about... 
Like a Northern League champiohship, 
for example. And the Righetti Warriors. 
Things can get complicated in the final 
week of a close pennant race, but the 
Conqs would like to keep it simple. 
They’re on top of the league standings, a 
position they have held since the league 
season opened eight weeks ago. With just 
two games to go, one wins would mean at 
least a share of the league title. 
As for the playoffs, that’s one less 
worry for the Conqs today, thanks to a 3- 
0 win over the San Luis Tigers Friday on 
the Cabrillo diamond. 
A pair of losses this week would, at 
worst, put Cabrillo in a second place tie 
with Santa Maria, should the Saints win 
their final two. In that event, Cabrillo 
would get the CIF berth based on their 2- 
1 record against the Saints. 
But the Conqs aren’t trying to figure it 
all out on paper. And head coach Bill 
Weber isn’t counting on getting any help 
from anyone but his own players. 
“We’re one game up with two to go, so 
we just have to go out and play our 
game,” said Weber. “ We aren’t going to 
worry about what’s going to happen in 
the other league games. We’re just 
thinking about Righetti.” 
The C onqs m e e t th e W a rrio rs 
tomorrow at 3:30 on the Cabrillo dia­ 
mond. Cabrillo has split two games with 
the W arriors (a 6-5 comeback win, and a 
3-2 loss), and Righetti is coming off its 
biggest win of the year. 
In Friday’s win over the Saints, Ken­ 
dall Greene pitched a no-hitter. Cabrillo 
has faced him tw ice already, but 
tomorrow the Conqs expect to see Mike 
Bishop on the mound. Bishop is a 
righthander the Conqs have not seen 
throw all year, but they are already 
familiar with his bat Bishop homered in 
the first meeting with the Conqs, and he 
has a reputation as one of the league’s 
most feared batsmen.

“The difference between putting it 
together on Friday and not putting it 
together Tuesday (an 8-7 loss at Santa 
M aria) was pitching,” Weber com­ 
mented. “ If our pitchers let tis play with 
the baseball, we’ll be all right.” 
Petry showed the rest of the Cabrillo 
pitching staff just what Weber was talk­ 
ing about, as he gave up just five hits, 
walked only two batters, and was in con­ 
trol throughout the game. Petry struck 
out just two San Luis hitters, but only 
one Tiger reached third base, and the 
Conq defense was secure. 
The Cabrillo infield turned in two dou­ 
ble plays, which shut off brief San Luis 
rallies in the third and fifth innings.

SEATTLE (U P I) - Sen 
Henry Jackson, who came 
home to announce the end of his 
drive for the presidency, called 
the failure of unions to back 
him in Pennsylvania critical to 
his loss there. 
It was the loss in Pennsyl­ 
vania which precipitated the 
three days of soul searching by 
Jackson and his staff that 
resulted in his decision to vir­ 
tually pull out of the race. 
After Jackson told hundreds 
of cheering, sign-waving sup­ 
porters he would seek reelec­ 
tion to the Senate this fall, he 
left for his hotne in Everett, 
where he spent the night Satur­ 
day. Jackson flew back to 
Washington. D C., early Sunday 
morning. 
Jackson said he ended his 
campaign because he ran out of 
money. He blamed labor, the 
press and himself for his 
defeat, but would not concede 
the nomination to Carter, whom 
he called “ an open field runner 
who doesn’t yet have the 
nomination ” 
Although Jackson said he was 
still a candidate, everything he 
told the crowd of old -Washing­ 
ton supporters about his presi­ 
dential campaign was in the 
past tense.

“ We could have won Pennsyl­ 
vania, there isn’t any question 
about it. But labor’s ability to 
do the overall job was not there, 
only a few unions did the job,’’ 
he said. “ The large labor unions 
simply did not even get the 
message to their members. 
That of course is a critical fac­ 
tor ” 
And he blamed the press for 
building up Humphrey. 
“ The press put Senator 
Humphrey into a very unfair 
position, saying that he was the 
candidate — I heard about that 
all over the state of Pennsyl­ 
vania — when in fact as he 
stated it so honestly, he did not 
have an organization.

Nation's weather 


United Press International 
Spring snowshowers hit the 
upper Midwest Sunday night, 
while showers and thunder­ 
storms dampened the lower 
Midwest and the Ohio Valley. 
Most of the rest of the nation 
had partly cloudy skies or dry 
weather. 
Up to two inches of snow 
showered parts of North 
Dakota and Minnesota, causing 
the postponement of the Min­ 
nesota Twins-Milwaukee 
Brewers baseball game at 
Bloomington. Minn., Sunday. 
Light snowshowers were 
reported in the northern 
Michigan peninsula, northern 
Illinois and Iowa. 
Temperatures reached the 
freezing mark in the central 
portions of the nation as the 
cold front moved through the 
Mississippi Valley and the 
Plains. Frost reached into 


central Michigan, northern Il­ 
linois. northern Missouri and 
central Kansas by midnight 
Sunday. 


Frost and freeze warnings 
remained posted early today 
for Michigan, the lower Mis­ 
souri Valley and Kansas. 


Showers and thunderstorms 
rumbled through Arkansas, the 
Ohio Valley and the eastern 
Great Lakes Sunday night and 
early today. Thundershowers 
were also scattered over 
southern Florida early today.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - De­ 
bate over whether to begin 
production of the controversial 
B1 bomber has heightened with 
new charges from two sources 
that the supersonic plane is 
“ slow and clumsy” compared 
to missiles. 
So far the bomber, designed 
as a replacement for the B52. 
has survived all Congressional 
efforts to eliminate or postpone 
it despite its cost: $21.2 billion, 
or 244 bombers at over $80 
million apiece. 
But both congressional and 
Pentagon sources say there is a 
chance for Senate passage of an 
amendment by Sen. John 
Culver, D-Iowa. to postpone 
procurement money until Feb­ 
ruary and require the new 
president to certify that the 
plane is needed. 
Culver’s supporters contend 
the president elected this fall 
should decide the issue, A 
Democrat, they say. might 
reject the Bl, while Gerald 


Ford — so far a supporter of the 
program — might accept it. 
“ It may work.” said a Pen­ 
tagon source, “ because the 
Democrats who control the 
Senate are being asked to vote 
on whether they think a 
Democrat is going to be elected 
this fall.” 
' 


Meanwhile, Sen. William 
Proxmire. D-Wis., in the se­ 
cond of a series of speeches 
prepared for the Senate preced­ 
ing the debate, said Sunday that 
performance capabilities of the 
Bl. including its ability to fly 
faster-than-sound, are “ ex­ 
aggerated or useless" when 
compared to missiles. 


And in New York, the Council 
on Economic Priorities issued a 
report saying in part: 


— “ The military rationale for 
the B l can be seriously 
questioned" because the plane 
"is slow and clumsy in com­ 
parison to missiles’’ and 


probably could be shot down. 
— The cost of the Bl program 
has increased by 117.4 per cent 
since 1970. 


— The Bl will not benefit the 
economy because the money 
now used to employ 13,800 peo­ 
ple on the bomber program 
could create far more public 
service jobs. 


Proxmire said plans to give 
the Bl faster-than-sound capa­ 
bility at low altitudes so that it 
could sneak underneath enemy 
radar coverage have been drop­ 
ped and that “ now it must use 


its supersonic capability at high 
or medium altitudes where it is 
vulnerable to radar detection.” 


“ Bomber flight time to target 
involving hours matters very 
little when missiles can reach 
the same targets in 30 
minutes." said Proxmire.

Try alcohol solution 
on candle wax stain

DEAR POLLY — While burning a candle on my man­ 
tle, it melted and ran down on the sandstone fireplace 
front. I have tried to remove this with turpentine, a hot 
iron with a paper towel and dish detergent but to no 
avail Do you have any suggestions? —GAIL 
DEAR GAIL — 1 presume that after the above 
treatments there would be no excess wax remaining, 
but should there be remove it by scraping with a DULL 
knife. Heat treatments are mainly for white candles, as 
the heat may set the dye in colored wax. Try using one 
cup alcohol to two cups of water. 
It is always best to carefully check, before lighting a 
candle, to see if there is something to catch the dripping 
wax. Large decorative candles may have to be placed in 
a saucer or other such container. Small round glass 
collars can be bought to go on regular size candle 
holders to catch the drips. —POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I voted at the primary election today for 
the first time and my Pet Peeve is that there were no erasers 
on the pencils in the voting booths —PEARL.

WASHINGTON - Jack Ford has 
promised the pot lobby that his father 
will support decrim inalization of 
marijuana just as soon as more states 
eliminate the criminal penalties. 
"Don’t worry. Dad’s a pretty cool guy. 
Give him som e tim e ,” said the 
President’s son. 
He expained his 
fa th e r ’s le n ie n c y 
toward pot smoking to 
Dave Samber, an of­ 
ficial of the National 
Organization for the 
Reform of Marijuana 
Laws (NORML), at a 
private meeting in 
March at Chicago’s 
Tremont Hotel. 
On the other had. 
President Ford favors 
m andatory 
prison 
sentences and preven­ 
tative detention for hard-drug traf­ 
fickers. 
But the President doesn’t believe peo­ 
ple should be sent to prison for personal 
use of marijuana He wants more states 
“to take the initiative.” in dropping 
criminal penalties, however, before he 
will openly support decriminalization. 
Jack Ford confided 
A White House spokesman told us the 
P r e s id e n t is s t i l l o p p o sed to 
decriminalization but has “an open 
mind” on the subject. Last fall, he called 
for less emphasis on enforcing the law 
against marijuana users. 
Government studies show that it costs 
about $1.400 to prosecute a pot smoker 
whether he’s sent to jail or not. Last year 
more than 400,000 people were arrested 
for personal use of marijuana, at a cost 
to the taxpayers of about $600 million. 
But because marijuana reform is still 
a controversial issue, few states are like­ 
ly to decriminalize marijuana and the 
President isn’t expected to make any 
pronouncement before the election. Only 
eight states have dropped criminal sanc­ 
tions so far. 
Footnote: As have an estimated 29 
million of his fellow Americans. Jack 
Ford has sampled marijuana. There are 
an estim ated 12 m illion regular 
marijuana users in America. Jack Ford 
said he favors decriminalization but 
bejieves the issue should be handled on a 
local instead of a national level. He

SOLAR SLOWDOWN: Solar experts 
believe recent breakthroughs make 
workable solar energy possible in 10 
years. Yet the government appears to be 
doing everything in its power to slow the 
development of solar energy. 
A new breakthrough in photovoltaic 
technology converts the sun’s rays 
directly into electricity. With a con­ 
certed effort, this photovoltaic develop­ 
ment could provide cheap, practical sun 
power in 10 years, experts claim. 
Under this system, solar power could 
be generated right in the homes and 
buildings that use it. This would reduce 
the need for the vast utility power grid 
network, with the tangle of electric lines 


that now crisscross America. 
It is prcisely for this reason, solaraup- 
porters suspect, that the government is 
downplaying solar research. The giant 
electric utilities have tremendous 
political influence 
The solar division of the Energy 
Research and Development Administra­ 
tion (ISRDA) requested $300 million 
from the upcoming budget. The agency’s 
top brass whittled this down to $257 
millio before even submitting it to the 
White House. 
The President’s budget office then at­ 
tacked it with a meat cleaver, chopping 
solar research down to $160 million. This 
was coupled, according to our sources, 
with a gag order. 
The agency has even refused to tell 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey, D-Minn., a 
solar sympathizer, how the original $300 
million request would have been spent. 
Humphrey wants to restore part of the 
solar budget in hearings this week, but 
he can’t even find out what research was 
cut. 
In fact, one high ERDA official. 
Donald Beatty, has threatened to fire 
any employe who talks to Congress about 
solar energy. 
Incontrast, funds for developing 
nuclear energy continue to flow as freely 
as the Nile, despite growing evidence 
that safety and technology problems 
may make nuclear power unfesible. 
The powerful utilities, of course, are 
pushing nuclear power which they can 
distribute through their existing electric 
lines and sell to their customers for the 
customary guaranteed profit. 
The President’s top energy aide. Glen 
Schleede. is an avid advocate of nuclear 
power. His pet project, the development 
of “nuclear parks” around the nation, 
has already been funded for $10 million. 
Schleede also has an ally in the budget 
office in ther person of Hugh Loweth. 
who handles much of the energy budget. 
These back room operators, if they get 
their way. may slow development of 
solar power by an estimated 15 years 
Footnote: 
An ERDA spokesman 
denied that the agency had withehld any 
information from Congress He said that 
the original $300 million request was “a 
wish” and that the agency never ex­ 
pected to get that kind of money for solar 
research. Beatty’s outburst, he said, was 
simply a reaction to the "childish” 
bickering that was going on between 
ERDA aand Capitol Hill staffers. 
SHAPP SEQUEL: We exposed wide 
spread corruption last January in the ad­ 
ministration of Pennsylvania’s Gov. 
Milton Shapp As an example of the cor­ 
ruption. we revealed that Shapp’s Turn­ 
pike Chairman Edgalio ‘Gene” Cerilli 
would be indicted on federal kickback 
harges. 
The U S attorney in Pittsburgh, Blair 
Griffith, fired off a telegram to us, deny­ 
ing that Cerilli would be indicted. But we 
stuck to our guns. 
Cerilli was indicted on March 25 The 
indictment was delayed two months, ac­ 
cording to our sources, because of our 
expose Shapp, meanwhile, has dropped

stance, as in days gone by the under­ 
takers would spirit away the corpses, for 
a little profit? 
It occurs to me that we never did find 
out exactly what the Nazi scientists es­ 
tablished at Belsen about the commer­ 
cial uses of human skin. We know that 
the Bitch had some lampshades made 
out of them, but don’t know whether that 
was the only contemplated use for 
human skin. To be sure, the cosmetics 
industry was not then so highly 
developed, so it is even possible that the 
scientists found that human skin was not 
very useful for anything at all. except to 
sheathe human flesh, and provide a 
warm glowing light in the lamps of the 
world’s concentration camps. 
The dispatch says that some people are 
in fact put off by the knowledge that tht 
hair spray or whatever they are about to 
buy has its base in human placenta. But 
not many. It is a clinical age we live in, 
and we have thus far successfully con­ 
trolled any unruly emotions at the sight 
of photographs of fetuses, five, and six 
months old, routinely evacuated from 
the womb by doctors who once took a 
Hippocratic oath 


Mr. Nicholas Von Hoffman, who has a 
highly developed capacity for indigna­ 
tion, is indignant at the continuing in­ 
dignation of the anti-abortion people, and 
he explains his indignation in a most 
peculiar manner. By citing examples of 
what some Communist women recently 
reported at a conference in Emilia- 


Rc^agna, as a frequent practice by 
won.en who do not want the child, but 
cannot get an abortion. 
He cites the testimony of one woman: 
"We wouldn’t even tell our husbands we 
were pregnant, nor our mothers-in-law 
who used to live in the family. It would 
all be agreed among us young wives. 
Then, when the moment had come, we 
would leave the men in the fields for a 
while, we would give birth to the child 
with the help of some sister or sister-in- 
law and then we would go back to work 
so the men wouldn’t know." 
Now Mr. Hoffman’s instincts for self- 
preservation are sharp enough to cause 
him to concede that it is not fully 
documented that the accounts are true. 
But he does pass it along, and expresses 
no skepticism about the remarkable 
powers of the Communist mothers of 
Emilia-Romagna to go nine months with 
child without any external trace of 
pregnancy detectable by their husbands, 
or their mothers-in-law. Just to begin 
with, the others should offer their 


secrets to Revlon, in return for Italian 
rights to their placenta patents. But ac­ 
curate or not, Mr. Hoffman suggests that 
to such lengths are women driven if you 
deny them a safe, surgical abortion. 
For reasons unknown and perhaps un­ 
knowable, such stories circulate even in 
an age where their relevance for 
Americans is nugatory. Surely any 
American woman who is prepared to 
commit infanticide rather than bear a 
child will guard against conception by 
using any of the several methods widely 
advertised? And surely any such mother, 
unless she is aberrant, would know that 
there are agencies that will accept un­ 
wanted babies? And waiting lines of peo­ 
ple who wish to adopt them? If the 
mother is unbalanced, we cannot, really, 
guard against anything she does. But sur­ 
ely the national debate oughtn’t to center 
on the alternatives madwomen might 
take? And surely a national period of 
meditation is in order on the diminished 
sensibilities of a society that uses human 
material as a base for cosmetics?

Juan D. Peron and his 
second wife, Eva, are 
still lying in state in 
the presidential palace 
in Olivos. 
The 
presidential 
palace was donated by 
a wealthy family to 
the government on the 
condition the the 
p r e s id e n t of th e 
country occupy it. 
Well, as we all know, another political 
coup was held last March 24 and a 
military junta took over the rule of 
Argentina from Isabel Peron, Juan’s se­ 
cond wife. She was ousted from the 


country. The new president, Lt. Gen. 
Jorge Videla, has pulled a Jerry Brown 
on the country and refuses to live in the 
presidential palace.

Dear Editor: 
A recent letter to the editor accused 
me of misleading statements in support 
of my conviction that Proposition 15 
must be defeated. 
The author of the letter obviously 
believes that the so-called alternate 
sources of electric power — like the sun, 
the wind and the tides - are available 
today; that they are cheap and reliable 
and without environmental impact. But 
the fact is that these technologies for 
generating electricity are not here to­ 
day. When they are developed, they will 
not be cheap nor without considerable 
environmental impact, pending future 
scientific breakthroughs. 
Let me cite a case in point. Using a 
not-yet-reached level of technology, the 
following would be needed to generate 1 
million kilowatts of electrical energy 
from each source: Solar-thermal conver­ 
sion would require 26 square miles of 
solar receptors, underground salt forma­ 
tions and large sources of cooling water; 
wind power would require 2,000 to 3,000 
windmills in an area with consistently 
high winds. 
One million kilowatts is less than 
either of the two Diablo Canyon units . 
will generate. 
The questions here are complex. Just 
because the energy source itself — the 
sun or the wind — is free, it does not 
follow that the elec tric ity to be 
generated from it would be free. Where 
would you find 52 square miles of ground 
to cover with solar receptors? What 
reliability problems are there with 
available sunshine — or keeping the 
receptors clean? If these receptors are 
placed in the desert, as some suggest, 
where would the necessary cooling water 
come from? How would you transmit the 
electricity from the desert to the areas 
of need; at what transmission line loss; 
at what environmental impact and at 
what cost? 
With windmills, where do you have 200 
to 300 miles of land with consistently 
high — but not gusty — winds, on which 
to construct the huge towers? What is 
the impact of the high sound of wind tur­ 
bines? And what of the scenic en­ 
vironmental impact of thousands of 
windmill towers? 
When all this is said and done, be as­ 
sured that PG&E is investigating and 
supporting research on every potential 
energy source. We have applied to NASA 
for a wind project to be located on a 
company-owned site in Mendocino 
County. We give continued support to 
solar heating projects, which are highly 
desirable, but do little to decrease the 
demand for electricity. Most homes in 
California are heated by gas. not 
electricity. 
PG&E also is involved in developing 
the use of methane gas from city refuse 
sites, burning refuse and agricultural 
wastes to generate energy. 
Utilities here and around the world 
have the responsibility to serve adequate 
and reliable energy. They are convinced 
of the need for nuclear power. We need it 
especially in California because we re 
running out of natural gas. imported oil 
is too expensive and supplies are not 
dependable, hydroelectric development 
is virtually completed, geoihermal 
resources are not adequate, and the 
technology is not yet here for some of the 
exotic things that sound so simple as 
harnessing the sun, the winds and the 
tides 
We also need nuclear power because it 
has the lea st im pact on our en­ 
vironment; its fuel is available in the 
United States; it generates electricity at 
considerable savings to our customers 
and it conserves the fossil fuels that have 
so many other beneficial uses in our 
society. 
The choices we must make in our state 
and nation are really limited. People do 
need more electrical energy, so we must 
use those sources available to us today, 
while looking for other potential sources 
for the future. 
If we close out the nuclear option in 
California, we must be prepared to burn 
coal or run out of energy in the next few 
years We don’t have coal in commercial 
quantities in California. To use it for 
boiler fuel would pose major new en­ 
vironmental problems and people would 
have to pay much more for their 
electricity. 
No one has ever been killed or injured 
by radiation from an com m ercial 
nuclear power plant in this country. That 
includes the operation of the 59 plants in 
the U.S. and the transportation and 
storage of their sasates And more than 
120 ships in our U.S. Nuclear Navy Can 
you point to another industry with that 
safety record? 
Let's not foreclose the nuclear option 
in California. Vote NO on 15.
